As a postscript to the HSC I 

am pleased to announce that 16 
students have been accepted into 
Macquarie University 1n a variety 
of courses ranging from a Bachelor 
of Economics and Business 
Analytics to Bachelor of Science 
and Mechanical Engineering. Five 
students have been accepted into 

the University of New South Wales 
into courses ranging from Medical 
Science, Engineering, Aerospace to 
Optometry and three students have 
been accepted to UTS where they 
are studying degrees in Electrical 
Engineering and communications. 
Students from Blacktown Boys have 
been accepted into The Australian 
Catholic University, Western Sydney 
University and 16 have gone on to 
study at TAFE and 2 into private 
colleges. Eleven students have 
progressed straight into full-time 
employment. These are exceptional 
results which reinforce what I have 
consistently said to the students, 
that there is no need to leave 
Blacktown Boys to pursue studies 
elsewhere. The perception that a 
child will do better at another school 
is incorrect and 1s reinforced by 
these sound results and acceptances 
into prestigious Universities in 
Sydney. I stand by the calibre and 
professionalism of my staff and 
these results are testament to their 
knowledge and dedication to their 
students. By working with students 
from an early stage in their academic 
development, staff know extensively 
the needs of such students and can 
adapt their teaching to suit. Hence, 
there is continuity and familiarity 
which cannot be underestimated in 
importance especially in Years 11 
and 12. 


As we start the new school year, 
it is important to emphasise the 
significance attendance at school 


forms. Statistically across all 
school’s students who regularly miss 
school or are consistently late to 
school perform poorly amongst their 
respective cohorts. It is important 
that as parents you encourage your 
child to attend school on a daily 
basis and that they are at school 

on time for the duration of the 
whole school day. Where possible, 
please reserve appointments for 
doctors etc., out of school hours, 
thus minimising disruption to your 
child’s learning. This also applies to 
students who are taking time off for 
holidays abroad. Time away from 
school can have a significant impact 
upon the performance of your child 
and their studies. If the holiday can 
be taken during the school vacation 
period, please consider this time for 
your vacation. Please consider this 
request seriously, my ulterior motive 
is for each and every student to have 
the best possible academic outcomes 
at school ensuring they eventually 
achieve the best possible HSC 
results or that dream job they always 
longed for. 


Progressing on from attendance, 
behaviour to and from school and 
in the classroom are also important 
and need to be addressed. I have 
spoken to all the Boys on assemblies 
emphasising the importance of 
trying their best at school so that 
they can achieve good results 

in their various subjects. I have 
emphasised the importance this 
holds in today’s increasingly 
competitive world. Students need 
to think of themselves as managers 
of their own destinies and need 

to focus on the short time they 

are at school, attaining the best 
results and outcomes so that they 
are competitive in the real world. 
This doesn’t start in Year 12 before 
an HSC, this starts from Year 7. 

As students’ progress through 

their respective years my staff are 
building the foundations for your 
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child to successfully sit for the HSC. 
Like all relationships, the dynamic 
between staff and students goes both 
ways. Students need to focus and 
engage in class and need to revise 
their work at home. Students should 
be doing a minimum of one-hour 
revision each and every day on top 
of any homework they may have 
been given. Revision and study are 
imperative if your child is to be 
successful. Please encourage your 
child to revise their work and to 
seek out and ask for help from their 
teachers if they do not understand 
something. My business model is 
very clear. I want each and every 
child who passes through Blacktown 
Boys, to have the best opportunities 
available to them and that they have 
every chance at achieving their 
goals and ambitions when they leave 
school. 


All Senior students and students 

in Year 10 undertaking their ROSA 
need to ensure that they complete 
all assessment tasks, classwork 
and homework satisfactorily to 
satisfactorily meet the requirements 
as set by NESA. Students who 

do not complete work and do not 
meet the requirements of their 
course may attain an N Award 
preventing them from being 
awarded their Certificate or Record 
of Achievement. This could mean 
that students are ineligible to 
progress onto the next school year. 
Any student experiencing difficulty 
in completing assigned work etc, 
should speak with their teacher as 
early as possible and collectively 
seek a solution to the problem. Both 
Deputy Principals are available to 
help resolve the situation as well. 


I would like to warmly welcome 
the following new teachers to our 
staff team. Mr. Murie arrives, as our 
new Deputy Principal and will be in 
charge of Years 7, 9 and 11. He will 
work with Ms Mathews who will be 
in charge of Years 8, 10 and 12. In 
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the HSIE Department; Ms Narayana, 
Mr Gunesei, Ms Aldacour and Ms 
Nguyen; in Science, Mr Choudhary. 
In TAS, Mr Makkar. In our Inclusive 
Education Unit, we now have a new 
Acting Head Teacher, Ms Rai.

As this newsletter is being written, 
two new demountable classrooms 
are being installed on the school 
premises to house two new multi- 
category classes as part of our 
Inclusive Education unit.

In the Mathematics Extension 2 
course, all of our students have 
achieved a Notional Band 6. These 
are outstanding results for the sixth 
year that Mathematics Extension 
2 course has been offered at 
Blacktown Boys’ High School. 


In the Mathematics Extension | 
course, 86% of our students have 
achieved the top two bands. Neeraj 
Thayananthan ranked first in this 
course, gaining 96 as his HSC mark. 


In the Mathematics Advanced 
course, more than 59% of our 
students have achieved the top two 
bands. Daniel Chavez and Maulik 
Metha ranked equal first in this 
course with an HSC mark of 92, and 
closely followed by Ramanpreet 
Singh with an HSC mark of 91. 


In the Mathematics Standard 2 
course, Senwel Tan ranked first in 
this course and gained a solid Band 
6 with an HSC mark of 95. Matthew 
Stepfner ranked second with an HSC 
mark of 94 also gained a solid Band 
6.

Textbooks 


Like previous years, students in 
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Year 7 — 12 will use the Cambridge 
Mathematics textbook 1n class. 
Students will not be issued with 

an individual textbook but will 
need to bring in a USB drive at the 
beginning of this term to get an 
electronic copy of their textbook in 
order to complete homework and 
any extra study to improve their 
results. 


If access to a computer at home is an 
issue, please contact Mrs Chirgwin 
as soon as possible to make 
alternative arrangements. 


Calculators 


It is extremely crucial that every 
student have their own calculator 
and they bring their calculator to 
each lesson. We recommend the 
CASIO FX82 Plus II or CASIO 
FX100, as they are NESA approved 
calculators. Students will need 
NESA approved calculators for 
NAPLAN and HSC examinations. 
Having their own calculator and 
practising the functions regularly 
helps students to build their fluency, 
and improve their ability to respond 
to problems quickly. 


NESA does NOT accept mobile 
phones as calculators for NAPLAN 
and HSC examinations and the 
Mathematics Faculty at Blacktown 
Boys High School will also follow 
the same requirements to ensure 
your sons are prepared for these 
important examinations. 


Homework and Google Classroom 


Students will have Mathematics 
homework after almost every lesson. 
This usually consists of individual 
practice including the completion 
of exercises from the textbook or 
worksheets. Some teachers may 
keep the record of homework 

on Google Classroom, and other 
resources may also be uploaded 
on there. This 1s a virtual learning 
space where students can work 
collaboratively. 


It 1s important that students attempt 
homework regularly. Homework 
helps students to review and 
consolidate their understanding of 
the concepts taught in class. It 1s 
also a great self-assessment tool 
for students so they can identify 
their own areas of weakness. We 
encourage your sons to seek help 
from their teacher with any issues 
from their homework. 


Assessment Tasks 


All formal assessment tasks will 

be notified with an assessment task 
notification which would be given 
out at least 2 weeks prior to the due 
date of the task. 


Parents can help the students prepare 
for each assessment task by: 


¢ Ensuring that all homework 
is up to date 


¢ Seeking help from the 
teacher 


¢ Promoting a regular study 
and revision regime at home 


¢ Encouraging thorough 
revision before the 
assessment task 


¢ Being vigilant about 
attendance so that your 
son doesn’t miss out on 
essential information 


¢ Ensuring that students bring 
all necessary equipment 
including a NESA approved 
calculator to the assessment 
task 


Year 12 students are already well 
into their courses with their first 
assessment tasks completed in Term 
4 last year. Their second assessment 
task will be in the second half of 
Term 1. 


Mathematics Peer Tutoring 


Maths Peer Tutoring Program will 
be running again this year. This 
program is dedicated to help our 
Year 7 to Year 10 students. Year 11 


and 12 Mathematics student leaders 
have volunteered their time to be 
the tutors. The feedback from our 
students in the last two years have 
been really positive.

The Science laboratories are buzzing 
with enthusiastic junior and senior 
students. Year 7 students have 

been welcomed into the Science 
laboratories, studying the safe use 
of Science equipment. We have six 
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Year 11 and six Year 12 Science 
classes this year. As part of the 
Biology syllabus, Accelerated 
Year 10 and Year 11 students 

are participating in a field trip to 
Penrith Lakes, to investigate the 
factors affecting the survival of 
species in a given ecosystem. This 
is the essential component of their 
first assessment task, that is Depth 
Study. Year 11 students are settling 
in their respective Science courses 
and developing study skills to keep 
up with the demands of the senior 
syllabuses. They are quite excited 
to investigate and explore the 
applications of scientific processes 
and principles in the real world. 
Year 12 students are working hard to 
meet the high expectations in their 
HSC Science courses. 


In order to consolidate the concepts 
learnt in class and master the 
‘working scientifically skills’, it is 
very important that both junior and 
senior students attempt homework 
on a regular basis. It helps students 
to review and reinforce their 
understanding of work covered in 
class and assists them to improve 
in their areas of weakness. We 
encourage your sons to seek help 
from their teacher with any issues 
from their homework.

I am introducing myself for the 
first time in the 2021 Newsletter 


in my new role as Head Teacher 
Teaching and Learning. Having 
worked at BBHS for several years 
now, I was delighted to take the 
opportunity to have more of an 
impact on the school, working with 
both teachers and students. I look 
forward to supporting all members 
of the BBHS community in working 
towards the future. 


Among the different things I will be 
leading at BBHS, 1s the Learning 
Support provided for students. 
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At BBHS we provide Learning 
Support in several different ways, 
and these are focused on enhancing 
student literacy and numeracy, so 
that all students can attain a quality 
education. All students should be 
aware of the Minimum Standards 
Tests that occur from Year 10 
onwards. Prior to receiving their 
HSC, all students are required to 
attain a Level 3 or 4 in each of the 
three tests: Reading, Writing and 
Numeracy. Students can attempt 
these tests multiple times, and once 
they have achieved a Level 3 or 4, 
they are no longer required to sit the 
test. Students can first sit the test in 
Year 10, and if they do not meet the 
Minimum Standard that year, will 
be given additional opportunities in 
Year 11 and Year 12 if necessary to 
meet the Standard. 


Furthermore, throughout the year 
all schools are required to collect 
statistical data and provide it to the 
Department of Education. Schools 
must submit information about 
students who speak languages 
other than English, and also about 
how the school supports students 
with disabilities. No personal 
information 1s provided, and if you 
have any questions about these 
data collections, please contact the 
school. 


As my role continues to grow, 
students and staff may see me 
working on different projects and 
events. I am happy to answer any 
questions that staff, students and 
parents may have, and look forward 
to the opportunities that 2021 
presents. 


Tips for Parents 


The tips below offer some fun ways 
you can help your child become 

a happy and confident reader. 

Find ways for your child to build 
understanding, the ultimate goal of 
learning how to read. Try a new tip 
each week. See what works best for 


your child. 
Make books special 


Turn reading into something special. 
Take your kids to the library, help 
them get their own library card, read 
with them, and buy them books as 
gifts. Have a favourite place for 
books in your home or, even better, 
put books everywhere. 


Get them to read another one 


Find ways to encourage your child 
to pick up another book. Introduce 
him or her to a series like The 
Boxcar Children or Harry Potter 
or to a second book by a favourite 
author, or ask the librarian for 
additional suggestions. 


Crack open the dictionary 


Let your child see you use a 
dictionary. Say, “Hmm, I’m not sure 
what that word means... I think Pll 
look it up.” 


Talk about what you see and do 


Talk about every day activities 

to build your child’s background 
knowledge, which 1s crucial 

to listening and reading 
comprehension. Keeping up a 
running pattern, for example, 

while cooking together, visiting 
somewhere new, or after watching a 
TV show. 


First drafts are rough 


Encourage your child when writing. 
Remind him or her that writing 
involves several steps. No one does 
it perfectly the first time. 


Different strokes for different folks 


Read different types of books to 
expose your child to different types 
of writing. Some kids, especially 
boys, prefer non-fiction books. 


Teach your child some “mind 
tricks” 


Show your child how to summarize 
a story in a few sentences or how to 
make predictions about what might 
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happen next. Both strategies help a 
child comprehend and remember. 


“Are we there yet?” 


Use the time spent 1n the car or bus 
for wordplay. Talk about how jam 
means something you put on toast 
as well as cars stuck 1n traffic. How 
many other homonyms can your 
child think of? When kids are highly 
familiar with the meaning of a word, 
they have less difficulty reading it. 


Always be positive 


Give hints and techniques to help 
work out the word. Don’t jump 
in too quickly when there 1s a 
difficulty. Review or a quick re- 
cap to set up an understanding for 
today’s reading and refresh their 
memory. 


Discuss about what might happen 
in the story ask your child to 

make intelligent guess by looking 
at the picture, diagram, heading, 
subheading, table charts, maps or 
any key words. At the end try to ask 
questions to test understanding in 
what has just been read. 


Always praise and give positive 
comments eg: 


¢ That was great reading 


¢ You read very smoothly 
today 


¢ Your understanding/ 
vocabulary is improving 
everyday

The Assessment booklet is a 
valuable document and contains all 
the relevant NESA requirements 

in regards to submission of 
assessment tasks and meeting course 
requirements to ensure students 
meet the eligibility requirements 
for a ROSA or HSC. It contains 
assessment tasks and due dates for 
all subjects. Please take the time to 
read the relevant information in this 
booklet. 


3. Study Planner 


All students were provided with a 
study planner that they can use to 
help organise themselves. Students 
are encouraged to use the planner or 
alternative tools to assist them with 
managing their weekly requirements 
both here at school and outside of 
school.

Discord 1s a social chat platform 
commonly used by online gamers 
that is available on computers and 
mobile devices, and accessible via 
a web browser. It lets you create 

a profile and interact with other 
users via online messaging, voice or 
video chat. You can share images, 
files and links to other services. 
The paid subscription option lets 
you upload larger file sizes, gives 
additional options for appearance 
customisation, and provides higher 
quality audio for voice chat. 


Initially designed for the gaming 
community, Discord now hosts 
servers on a wide variety of 
interests. Once you have created a 
profile you can join servers based 
on your interests or create your 
own server and invite people to 
join. Servers are broken down into 
specific topics known as channels 
which can be flagged as NSFW (Not 
Safe For Work), meaning not safe 
to be viewed at work. For NSFW 
channels a user must click a button 
to indicate that they are over 18 
before entering the chat.
